His 
idea  waa  that  It  would  bn  more  practicable  to 
construct  a  larg^  vessel  in  the  forest,  becau8« 
the  big  timber  was  so  conveniently  at  hand. 
But  after  the  ship  waa  completed  it  occurred 
to  bim  for  the  first  time,  that  it  would  oe  «n- 
ciilt  to  launch  it,  as  the  eca  waa  many  mm 
away,  and  lofty  bills  and  roouoUins  intervened. 
5o  be  sot  down  to  study  out  a  plan  to  get  his 
ship  into  the  water  ;  and  lon^  before  bedis- 
covercd  how  to  do  it,  the  ship  ffll  W  pweea 
with  dry  rot.    He  did  not  possess  the  Inveative 
genius  ol  our  moderu  shipbuilders.   A  lew 
weeks  ago  some  parties  in  this  ciiy  determined 
to  build  a  big  •choonar.  *niev  did  noteointo 
tho  forsat.  but  brt  thf  '«inbAi  bi«l«rt  to 
tbe  waters'  edcrc.

If  we 
had  no  Legislature — no  Assembly,  no  Conn 
eti,  era  waiild  give  a  willing  obedtaaaa  to 
the  will  of  an  absolute  Governor ;  but  wbilat 
we  possess  a  legislature  to  make  laws  and 
regoktiens  for  the  welfare  of  the  province, 
■ay  iaiaifereaee  of  i  ^attfraee  wirti  what  it 
may  legitimately  do  cannot  be  tolerated 
No  matter  whether  the  thing  performed  be 
good  at  bad,  let  ne  be  governed  by  statute 
law,  not  by  faadet  prarogativae,  when  the 
prerogative  is  certainly  oat  of  place  if  exer- 
cised ;  and  when  ita  exereiea  would  hnmil* 
lata  tba  preeeat  repraseatative  iaetitntiona 
of  the  province,  making  them  a  shadow, 
whilst  the  Goveraor  poseeseed  aad  wielded 
the  sabstanoA. 

The  eaae  towhieb  we  eJhcle  Is  the  opening  of  a 
)iece  of  road  leading  tbroogh  the  pnqierty  oftbe 
Hen.  John  Tod,  U  Cadboro  Bay  Farm.  As 
wa  ■adtontand  tba  aMtter  flrom  persons  con- 
vannr^itb  it,  it  appeari  tbat  the  Qoveraor 
was  oat  riding  in  that  neighborhood.  Mr. 
Tod  wished  the  road  to  ma  in  one  direction.; 
the  Oevemor  priefirred  iinathetf.  Mr.  Tbdde^ 
aied  the  right  to  ran  any  road  thnMqfh  the 
land  witlumt  being  paid  ;  the  (Jovemor  agreed 
to  give  him  fdOO  and  make  tbe  ieooee  good. 
Mr.  Tod  wa»  nnwttliag  to  bafe  tbe  m4  mide 
till  the  money  was  paid,  otherwin  ba  fHftSA 
arrest  the  rpad-makers  as  trespassers  on  hi* 
property.  Snch  a  dehiy  it  appears  did  not 
90  it  our  pcefreeeive  Oovemor,  for  he  orders 
Mr.  Uarvey,  at  tbe  Hudson  Bay  Company's 
Farm,  to  go  on  the  ground  and  do  his.  statute 
labor.  The  Surveyor  GcBeral  went  over  tba 
Ihie  of  road,  and  Harvey  did  the  wwtt  at 
ordered  without  any  sanction  from  the  Road 
Commissioners.  Mr.  Tod  appeals  to  tbe  Gov- 
ernor, aad  is  told  tkmt  tbe  land  will  be  paid 
for  out  of  the  Land  Fund.and  the  fences  made. 
A  gate  has  been  put  up  and  wbrk  done  on  the 
road ;  but  Mr.  Tod  has  not  yet  been  paid  ; 

and  threatens  a  ealt  fee  tmpeia  So  Ibe  mat- 

ter  stands. 

No  one  can  look  upon  this  transaction  other 
than  ee  a  Tery  bigb-faaoded  aflhtr,  showieg  the 
existenee  of  an  absolute  authority  io  ear  midst 
opposed  in  every  way  to  the  views  of  the 
people.  Besides,  it  viektes  the  letter  of  tbe 
Bead  Aet  oTlWO,  and  nnrpe  anthorify  tbat 
properly  belongs  to  the  Road  Commimiooen. 
Tbe  proper  course  woold  have  been,  if  an 
alteratiea  of  tbe  read  wtia  neeeieary.  was  for 
the  party  who  desired  the  aecomiaodatioB  to 
apply  to  the  Road  Commissioners  at  one  of  their 
aittiegs.  That  was  not  done ;  bat  tbe  Gov- 
ernor tafaw  ft  apoB  UaMif  ta  order  it.  Thus 
setting  at  naught  machinery  provided  by  the 
statute  to  lay  out  roads.  The  Commissioners 
are  thoe  treated  ai  nobodies.  In  tbe  next 
place  the  order  of  tbe  Ooveraor  to  Harvey  to 
work  out  hb  statute  labor  on  this  road  is  an- 
other viotatioa  of  the  Road  Act.  No  one  bnt 
tbe  road  ereneen  aetiog  under  the  direction  of 
tbe  Commissiottere  eaa  order  oat  men  to  do 
statute  labor.  Defiance  is  thus  shown  to 
•*f '"to  law,  and  to  tbe  Road  Commissioners, 
deabtleei  refeee  to  recogaixe  tbe 


The  schooner  Bebaaaa^l^  MeAlmond, 

arrived  on  Sunday  afternoon  from  Sticlcsen 
River  with  two  paMcnger^  and  $250  in 
Sliokeen  gold  dust  Jbe  Rebecca  left  the 
month  of  the  river, on  the  iitb.  and  brings 
most  encouraging  reports  from  the  diggings. 

I^be  ,etedther  Labouobere  arrived  at  the 
mouth  of  iihe  river  on  tbe  evening  of  the 
nth,  as  the  Rebeccu  was  leaving.  The 
sloops  Native  and  Tomas  havjS  jtlfC  Arrived 
there.  The  schooners  Npnpariel  i^i<|L  |;iisa- 
both,  bound  up,  wart  .0^^  on  the  19tb. 

One  of  the  passengers  by  the  Rebecca, 
who  returns  on  account  of  ill  health,  fur- 
nishes ns  with  a  very  interesting  report  of 
what  he  has  seen  and  heard  above  at  tbe 

the  ritrM  Ibent  iheilwit  9f  3d«roh,and  etarted 
up  on  tbe  12th  of  May,  laading  at  Back's 
Bar  on  tbe  22d  of  the  same  month.  Him- 
self and  four  others  commenced  to  work  on 
a  bar,  on  the  South  side  of  the  river,  70  or 
80  rods  !ons  and  10  fest  wide,  but  after 
working  3^  days  the  water  rose  and 
drove  them  oat  The  pay-dirt  waii'tb  20 
ioebei  thick— piaepaeted  2  to  2|  eeata  to 
the  pan,  and  they  made  from  S3  to  $4  lo 
the  hand  per  day.  The  party  afterwards 
moved  to  a  bar  on  the  same  side  of  the 
river,  but  3  miles  further  up,  where  they 
made  from  S^'io  Sj»  a  day,  bat  sabeaqnently 
took  up  claims  on  a  bar  at  the  foot  of  the 
Big  Calion  which  proepeoted  3  eenls  to  the 

f>an.  The  water  soon  after  rose  and  drove 
hem  oul.  dnr  Informantleft  Buck's  Bar  to 
come  down  on  the  1st  inst.,  when  there 
were  five  men  at  work  making  $4  a  day

Peter  Holmes  (the  ship  carpenter)  has 
sluices  running  on  the  north  side  of  the 
river,  some  five  miles  below  Buck's,  and 
takes  out,  with  the  aid  of  qnieknivar,  from 
96  10  18  per  day  to  tba^  baad.  Aaoiher 
company  on  the  same  flat  is  doing  the  same. 
Some  foor  or  five  feet  of  top-dirt  has  to  ba 
stripped.    Six  or  seven  milea  below  this 
point,  on  the  suuth  side  of  the  stream,  a 
dilob  is  being  brought  in  to  work  a  fiat. 
Carpaater's  rich  claim  is  on  Fiddler's  Bar ; 
no  work  is  going  on  there.   The  water  has 
I  fallen   12  feet  below    hifih-waler  mark. 
Good  diggings  are  reported  on  the  North 
Fork  of  the  Stiekeen  river,  which  unites 
with  the  maia  etream  Iwaaiy  miles  from 
the  feet  of  the  Big  Omikimi    Bock  far  on  the 
North  Fork,  and  is  making  SlO  per  day. 
Some  Italians  are  roporied  to  have  struck 
good  pay  in  the  Big  CaAon.  The  aavigation 
of  the  caftons  is  extremely  daageroae.  In 
prssing  np  the  Little  Cafloa,  aboatf  the  4tb 
instant,  a  yoong  American  named  Vinson, 
recently  from  Stockton  or  Sacramento,  Cal., 
was  thrown  from  a  boat  which  he  was  steer- 
ing, by  tbe  oar  slipping,  and  drowned.  The 
Flying  Dutchman  mna  to  the  bead  of 
navigation,  bat  eharges  $100  a  ton  for 
neight,  and  f  10  passage  money.   Provision  s 
and  gold  dust  are  plentiful.     Trouble  is 
antemplaled  with  the  Indians,  who  threaten 
that  .if  Goremor  Douglas  does  not  compen- 
sate them  for  the  tioebar  aad  game  destroyed 
bgr  tba  ftra  that  thiy  wiH  Mtaak  tba  whites. 
A  canoe  was  fired  on  twice  recently  while 
passing  the  Slickeen  Ranch,  but  fortunately 
no  one  was  hurl.    A  gun-boat  is  anxiously 
hioked  for.   It  was  reported  tbat  a  white 
maa  had  died  at  tba^^sBtiihaaaT  iiliage. 
Aboat  M  or  70  oua  Warn  at  work  on  the 
river  whan  oor  InforaMiit  tefl  the  diggings, 
and  all  seemed  KVMtly  elated  at  the  pros- 
pects before  them.     The  following  letter 
was  reoeived  by  Mr.  A.  Hoffman  ftt>m  bis 
brother: 

Stickkin.  July  8tb,  1862. 
Dbab  fiMxrtiBB »— After  a  voyage  of  12 
days  we  arrived  yesterday  in  Stiekaea  Harbor, 
t  have  not  been  asbore  yet,  for  wa  are  anchor- 
ed abent  iKM)  feet  firom  tbo  shore,  and  about  a 
mile  from  the  Indian  village.  From  the  aio- 
ment  wc  came  in  sight  the  schooner  was  sur- 
rounded by  about  thirty  canoes  filleil  with 
Siwailiee,  meii  kod  women.  It  was  not  long 
before  all  were  on  board,  and  reoiaioed  until 
midnight,  some  of  them  all  night.  This  morn- 
lug  the  whole  swarm  came  on  again,  and  have 
remained.  At  this  moment,  while  I  nm  writ- 
ing, I  am  surrounded  by  these  devils.  As

Tbe  little  steamer  lays  five  milea  from  hero 
and  we  are  obliged  to  bring  our  goods  there 
by  Indiai^  and  their  oanoes,  for  the  schooner 
canaclt  tfrttes  fha  onrilent,  and  the  steamer 
cannot  come  over  to  her  on  account  of  the 
niacbinory  being  in  uirorder,  and  lli^  are 
fixing  it;  and  now  huld  yourhelf .pqepajred 
and  Miand  low  a  little  while,  for  I  am  going 
to  tell  yon  that  freight  up  to  tbe  highest  spot, 
about  180  or  190  miles  up  the  river,  ia  8100 
ner  tun  ;  what  think  you  of  that  ?  but  Capt 
Moore  Ihiiiics  he  is  doing  us  a  fuvor.  I  hope 
you  will  give  these  important  items  to  l^.e 
local  papers  in  order  that  perhaps  other  par- 
ties may  eome  up  here  and  ron  u  steamer 
with  a  little  more  cousidet^en  to  people's 
pockets.  I  forgot  to  state  that  passage  ia 
920  per  man  without  grub  or  anything  else, 
and  on  every  pound  of  tboir  personal  effects

They  are  pestering  the  lilt  oot  or  aie  to  let 
them  have  whisky,  but  wtall  peniik  that  we 
nave  aooe. 

The  Labouchere  has  not  arrived  yet.  Th  e 
newa  firem  up  tbe  river  is  bo  far  encouraging  ; 
tbey  make  from  five  te  nine  ounces  per  day 
with  a  rocker.  The  Datchman  has  made 
several  trips,  and  charged  •>  paaiMge,  and  $10 
per  ton  freight  She  op  89  fliifli,  bot  ia 
reality  aot  more  than  flfty. 

Whoever  wants  to  go  farther  must  do  so 
with  conoes,  which  is  very  tiresome.  I  shall 
keep  yea  informed  from  onr  Aitore  morementg. 
We  foaad  fbar  Oonodkne  here  tnm  above, 
who  bod  oome  boek  on  aeooaatoTtwoof  them 
being  sick.  From  these  men  wc  clcmicJ  the 
above  information.  The  Indiana  have  only 
two  small-pox  patients  among  them,  bnt  the 
op  river  Indians  softer  severely  from  that  hor- 
rible disease.  I  have  no  mare  to  write  to-day, 
other  than  that  It  is  daylight  nntil  It  eVtlook 
P.  M.,  and  again  dawn  at  2  A.  M.

I  have  met  men,  dinappointed  miners, who 
have  been  working  on  the  roads,  but  threw 
tbe  thing  op  beeauso  tbo  laoeqaitoee  were 
tronblesome,  and  tba  work  was  not  exactly 
suited  to  their  taste.

Tbie  will  never  be  a  prosperous 
countrv  until  a  coast  route  is  opened,  so  that 
men  ca'n  work  diggings  that  would  readily  pay 
$8.  »10  and  912  per  day ;  at  preepnt  it  costs 
them  that  maeh  to  lira,  aod  ba  haagry  half 
the  time.  I  am  bound  to  write  tbie  hlttor  on 
bill  paper,  ns  there  is  no  other  to  be  hod.

Were  we  |e  raeoant  their  tales  of  hardships 
and  suffering*,  nothing  that  wa  have  wit- 
nee^ed  in  these  colonies  could  equal  or  Hur- 
pasa  them.  The  result  has  been  the  build- 
ing up  of  a  rich  state.  The  same  thing  will 
occur  here.  But  we  challenge  any  one  to 
find  a  newspaper  either  iu  California  or 
Auatralia  that  attempted,,  like  our  oo(eiHpor< 
ary,  to  delude  immigrants  iutii  waiting  uiuui- 
fesluriii  in  the  place  of  counselling;  |iu{l  |is- 
sioting  theu)  in  finding  something  to  d^*,-  .

In  the  place  of  a  fl(9^<*n*ti^^ 
against  (he  country,  there  ought  to  bo  one 
in  its  favor.  Our  small  po^iulatiun  has 
worked  wonders  within  four  ydars.

t»y  their  predecessors.  Let  residents  and 
immigrants  uoUa  to  bttiid  op,i)flt  j>ttll  ii^fu, 
Thill  is  tlio  kind  of  deinonslration  requitod.

Additional  froaa  Stlokean. 

The  nloops  John  Dickson  and  Eagle  ar- 
rrved  Tuesday  morning  ftom  the  mouth  of 
Stickeen  River,  having  left  that  point  at  ine 
ame  timO  at  iba  North  Star.   Tho  Dickoon 
brings  confirmatory  roportu  of  the  richness 
of  the  gold  mines,  and  S240  in  amalgam 
lust.    William  Johnson,  the  owoar  of  tha 
richest  claim  yat  atrock  on  tbe  river,  told 
onr  iaIOramnt  that  be  would  not  exchange 
nia  oliini  tot  the  b«il  iit'Ciirihoo.  The  Flying 
Oatebman  waa  al^M^Qad  to  laava  for  her 
sec  md  trip  for  up-river  on  the  30th.  The 
Russians,  who  arrived  trom  Sitka  as  the 
North  Star  was  leaving,  fpira  thtf  Indians 
two  barralf  6f  whi-ikay    They  have  esiab- 
ished  a  oastom-house  at  the  mouth  of  tha 
river,  and  aay  that  they  propose  examining 
the  papyri  of  all  vaaaal*  thiik  in  fntora  may 
put  in  there.    One  hundred  and  fifty  men 
were  repairins  atid  strengthening  canoes  at 
Stickeen  Raneh,  which  in  five  mtlea  below 
tbe  monlh,  when  tha  Dickson  sailed.  As 
soon  as  the  water  falls  it  is  their  intention  to 
procood  to  the  diggings.    Forty>five  miles 
below  Stickeen  the  Dickson  saw  two  Italians 
belonging  to  tbo  trading  schooner  Langlay 
who  reported  that  their  vessel  hud  been  run 
upon  the  rocks  and  stove.    The  sloop  Re- 
porter, with  a  German  and  a  crazy  China- 
man aboard,  was  spoken  on  the  way  down. 
Tha  CHTn»7iDan~was  piia  of  the  three  Celes- 
tials who  were  refa'sed  perinission  to  ascend 
tbe  river  by  the  Indians.   The  sobuoner  Re- 
becca had  arrived  at  the  mouth  of  the  river. 
The  sloop  Native  was  15  miles,  and  the 
iohooner  Elizabeth,  90  miles  south  of  Stick- 
een.   The  schooner  Nonpareil  was  spoken 
120  miles  below  Fort  Simpson ;  the  Vic< 
toria  Packet  in  </ohnson's  Straits;  and  sloop 
Imity^bbei  near  Fort  Rupert  All  these 
voaseN  were  bound  for  Stickeen  River  with 
freight  and  passengers.  The   InJians  at 
Fort  Simptpn  were  nearly  all  drunk  and 
very  IroUimi^.'^  At  Bella  Bella  only 
about  40  of  the  tribe  were  found  alive;  the 
remaintier  bud  been  swept  off  by  the  small- 
pox.
